chuſing to defer the ſame till another Viſit ; A large Number arrived from 
theſe Nations at Philadelphia, on Wednejday the 30th of June, with D:pu- 
ties duly impowered to receive the ſaid Goods; and acquainted the Gover- 
nor, that being weary from the Fatigue of their long Journey, they ſhould: 
crave three or four Days to reſt themſelves before they proceeded to their Bu- 
fineſs : In qe mean time they would wait on the Governor to diſcourſe, ac- - 
cording to wu2ir uſual Method, abo:t News and other Occurrences ; which 
the Governor readily agreed to, and aſł d them when they would chuſe to 
Pay their firſt Viſit ; which they deſiring might be on Friday the 2d of July 
in the Afternoon, the Council was accordingly ſummon'd, and met at Mr.

_ < Diſtreſs, on Account of a Famine that raged in their Country, which had 


reduced them to ſuch Want, that a Father had been obliged to kill to of 
his Children to preſerve his own and the reſt of his Family's Lives; and 
they could not now come down, hut had given Directions about their 
« Share of the Goods. The Governor expreſs'd his Concern for the un- 
happy Circumſtances of their Brethren of the Seneca Nation; and, after a 
ſhort Reſpite, enquired if any of their Deputies were then at Canada, and 
whether the French Governor was making any warlike Preparations. - And 
on their anſwering, Les; the Governor ſaid, with a ſmiling, pleaſant Counte- 
nance, .* I ſuppoſe if the French, ſhould go to War with us, you will join 
© them.” The Indians conferr'd together for ſome Time, and then Canaſſa- 
teego, in a chearful lively Manner, made Anſwer. — We affure you, the 
© Governor of Canada pays our Nations great Court at this Time, well 
knowing of what Conſequence we are to the French Intereſt ; He has al- 
ready told us, he was uncovering the Hatchet and ſharpening it, and hoped, 
if he ſhould be obliged to lift it up againſt the Engliſp, their Nations 
© would remain neuter and aſſiſt neither Side. But we will now 
c ſpeak plainly to our Brethren: Why ſhould we, who are one 
< Fleth with you, refuſe to help you, whenever you want our Aſſiſtance ?— 
We have continued a long Time in the ſtricteſt League of Amity and 
« Friendſhip with you, and we ſhall always be faithful and true to you our 
© old and good Allies. — The Governor of Canada talks a great deal, but ten 


'* of his Words do nat go ſo far as one of yours. We do not look towards 


© them; We look towards you; and you may depend on our Afiſtance.” 
Whilſt the Onondago Chief made this open and hearty Declaration, all the 
other Indians made frequently that particular Kind of Noiſe which is known 
to be a Mark of Approbation,—The Governor bid the Interpreter tell Ca- 

naſſateego, He did not ſet on foot this Enquiry from any Suſpicion he had 
© of the Six Nations wanting a due Regard for the Engliſb.— Our Experi- 
ence of their Honour and Faith would not permit us to think any other 
of them than that they would eſteem our Friends their Friends, and our 
Enemies their Enemies, agreeable to the ſtrict Union which had ever ſub- 
ſiſted between us.—As to the Governor of Canada, they need not mind 
what he ſaid.— The Enghfh, on equal Terms, had beat the French, and 
could beat them again: And were they but to conſider the Advantages 
which the Engliſb have, by poſſeſſing fo many large and populous Countries 
and ſo many good Ports on the Continent of America, they would ſoon 
ſee who had moſt Reaſon to fear a War, the French or the Engh/h.

© to remove them, inforcing your Requeſt with a String of Wampum,—Af- 
_ © terwards you laid on the Table our own Letters by Conrad Weiſer, ſome 

* of our Couſins Letters, and the ſeveral Writings, to prove the Charge 
* againſt our Couſins, with a Draught of the Land in Diſpute. We now 
© tell you, we have peruſed all theſe ſeveral Papers: We ſee with our own 
Eyes, that they have been a very unruly People, and are altogether in the 
© Wrong in their Dealings with you. We have concluded to remove them, 
© and oblige them to go over the River Delaware, and quit all Claim to any 
© Lands on this Side for the Future, ſince they have received Pay for them, 
* and it is gone thro' their Guts long 10 50 confirm to you that we will 
* ſee your Requeſt executed, we lay down this String of Wampum in return

Then turning to the Delawares, holding a Belt of Wampum in his Hand,

© Let this Belt of Wampum ſerve to chaſtiſe you. You ought to be taken 
© by the Hair of the Head and ſhaked ſeverely, till you recover your Senſes 


© and become ſober. You don't know what Ground you ſtand on, nor 


© what you are doing. Our Brother Onas's Cauſe is very juſt and plain, and 
his Intentions to preſerve Friendſhip, On the other Hand, Your Cauſe is 
bad; your Heart far from being upright; and you are maliciouſly bent, to 
break the Chain of Friendſhip with our Brother Onas and his People. 
We have ſeen with our Eyes a Deed ſign'd by nine of your Anceſtors above 
Fifty Years ago for this very Land, and a Releaſe ſign'd, not many Years 
ſince, by ſome of yourſelves and Chiefs now living, to the Number of 
fifteen or upwards.—But how came you to take upon you to ſell Land at 
all: We conquered you; we made Women of you; you know you are 
Women, and can no more fell Land than Women; nor is it fit you ſhould 


that you claim is gone through your Guts; you have been furniſh'd' with 


want it again, like Children as you are. But what makes you ſell Land 
in the Dark. Did you ever tell us that you had ſold this Land. Did we 
ever receive any Part, even the Value of a Pipe-Shank, from you for it: 
You have told us a blind Story, that you ſent a Meflenger to us to inform 
us of the Sale, but he never came amongſt us, nor we never heard any 
thing about it.---This is acting in the Dark, and very different from the 
Conduct our Six Nations obſerve in their Sales of Land; on ſuch Oc= 
caſions they give publick Notice, and invite all the Indians of their united 
Nations, and give them all a Share of the Preſent they receive for their 
_ Lands.---This is the Behaviour of the wiſe united Nations,---But we find 
you are none of our Blood: | You act a diſhoneſt Part, not only in this but 
* 1n other Matters: Your Ears open to ſlanderous Reports about

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have the Power of ſelling Lands, ſince you would abuſe it. This Land 
Cloaths, Meat and Drink, by the Goods paid you for it, and now you 
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our Brethren; you receive them with as much Greedineſs as lewd Women

© you to remoye inſtantly z we don't give you the Liberty to think about it. 
C You are Women. Take the Advice of a wiſe Man, and remove immedi- 
© ately. You may return to the other Side of Delaware where you came 
from; But we do not know whether, conſidering how you have demean'd 
« yourſelyes, you will be permitted to live there; or whether you have not 
l ſwallowed that Land down your Throats as well as the Land on this Side. 

© We therefore aſſign you two Places to go, either to J/yomen or Shamokin. 
© You may go to either of theſe Places, and then we ſhall have you more 


under our Eye, and ſhall ſee how you behave. Don't deliberate ; but re- 


© move away, and take this Belt of Wampum. 


This being interpreted by Conrad Weiſer into Engliſh, and by Cornelius 
Spring into the Delaware Language, Canaſſatego taking a String of Wampum,

After our juſt Reproof, and abſolute Order to depart from the Land, you 
are now to take Notice of what we have further to ſay to you. This 
String of Wampum ſerves to forbid you, your Children and Grand-Chil- 
dren, to the lateſt Poſterity forever, medling in Land-Affairs; neither you 
nor any who ſhall deſcend from you, are ever hereafter to preſume to ſell 
any Land: For which Purpoſe, you are to preſerve this String, in Memory 
of what your Uncles have this Day given you in Charge.----We have ſome 
other Buſineſs to tranſact with our Brethren, and therefore depart the 
Council, and conſider what has been ſaid to you, : +

* BRETHREN, 


© We called at our old Friend James Logan's, in our Way to this City, 
and to our Grief we found him hid in the Buthes, and retired, thro' Infir- 
mities, from Publick Buſineſs. We preſs'd him to leave his Retirement, and 
prevailed with him to aſſiſt once more on our Account at your Councils, 
We hope, notwithſtanding his Age, and the Effects of a Fit of Sickneſs, 
which we underſtand has hurt his Conſtitution, that he may yet continue a 
long Time to affiſt this Province with his Counſels. He is a wiſe Man, 
and a faſt Friend to the Indians. And we deſire, when his Soul goes/t6 
GOD, you may chuſe in his Room juſt ſuch another Perſon, of the ſame 
Prudence and Ability in Counſelling, and of the ſame tender Diſpoſition 
and Affection for the Indians. In Teſtimony of our Gratiti:de for all his 
Services, and becauſe he was ſo good as to leave his Country-Houſe, and 
follow us to Town, and be at the Trouble, in this his advanced Age, to 
attend the Council; we preſent him with this Bundle of Skins.

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It is always. our Way, at the Concluſion of a Treaty, to deſire you will

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© When we firſt came to your Houſes, we found them-clean and in Order : 
© But we have ſtaid ſo long as to dirty them; which is to be imputed 10 our

* with ſome Skins to make your Houſes clean, and put them into the fame

He has had a great deal of Trouble 
with us, wore out his Shoes in our Meſſages, and dirty'd his Cloaths 'by

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Me have ſtill one more Favour to aſk. Our Treaty, and all ive hive 


to ſay about Publick Buſineſs, is now over, and to-morrow we deſigi to

The Judgment you have juſt now paſs'd on your Couſins the Dela-

* Juſtice of the Six Nations. This Part of your Character, for which 
you are deſervedly famed, made us waive doing our ſelves Juſtice, 
in order to give you another Opportunity of convincing the World 
of your inviolable Attachment to your Engagements. Theſe unhappy 
© People might have always liv'd eaſy, having never receiv'd the leaſt 
© Injury from us; but we believe ſome of our own People were bad 
© enough to impoſe. on their Credulity , and engage them in theſe 
* wrong Meaſures, which we wiſh, for their Sakes, they had avoi-

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After the Governor had concluded, Mr. Logan return'd an Anfwer to that 
Part of Canaſſateego's Speech which related to him, and faid, © That not 
only upon the Account of his Lameneſs, of which the Indians themſelves - 
were Witneſſes ; but on Account of another Indiſpoſition which about three 


his former uſual Freedom, he had been obliged to live retired in the 


Country. But that our firſt Proprietor, the Honourable William Pe un, .

above Forty Vears ſince recommended them to his particular Care, he had 
always, from his own Inclination as well as from that ſtrict Charge, en- 
deavoured to convince all the Indians, that He was their true Friend; and 
was now well pleaſed, that after a Tract of ſo many Years, they were not 
inſenſible of it. He thanked them kindly for their Preſent, and heartily 


by joined with them in their Defires, that this Government may always be 


« furniſhed with Perſons of equally good Inclinations, and not only with ſuch, 


but alſo with better Abilities to ſerve them. 


And then Canaſſatego ſaid, he had forgot to mention, that Sh:ickcalamy 
and Caxhayn had been employ'd on ſeveral Meſſages to this Government, 
and deſir d they might be conſider'd on that Account.

And in Return for 
their Preſent of Skins, at Requeſting that the Indian Traders be enjoyn'd _ 
to {ell their Goods cheaper, the Board directs that two Strouds be preſented. 
And that Five Pounds be given to Caxhayn on the Account of the Province, 
for his Services ; and to Shickalamy the like Sum.
